The Personal Side 


P. M. ANDERSON, K.C. 


Last week we had reference in our columns to two Saskat- 
ckewan lawyers; It would be impossible to mention prominent 
lawyers of the province without’ bringing to mind P. M. Ander- 
son, K.C., of Regina, Mr. Anderson is not only an able lawyer, 
but a prince of good fellows. He is everybody's friend. From 
béing a member of the junior bar a few years ago he has rap- 
idly come to the front as one of the leading counsel of the 
west.~ He is a man of indefatigable industry and he never goes 
into court, but what he has his brief at his finger ends. He is 
tactful and possesses an excellent knowledge of human nature 
that stands him in good stead before a jury. He has a wonder- 
ful record of successes to his credit. He has fought a number 
of labor cases against corporations and as a result many a poor 
man who has been lamed for life as the result of an accident 
incurred during his occupation, has been awarded sufficient 
damages to be a considerable paltiation of his injuries, Mr. 
Anderson is still a young man, in the very prime of his days. 
He was born in Paisley, Ontario, forty-one years ago. He at- 
tended the High School in Belleville and afterwards graduated 

with honors at Queen's University, taking the honors course in 
political science and history. He studied law with the firm of 
Aikins and Robson of Winnipeg, one of the best firms in all 
the wide west. He came to Regina about 1909 and joined the 
firm of Mackenzie, Brown &. Company in 1912. He formed a 
firm of his own which almost immediately leaped into an ex- 
tensive practice.. Mr. Anderson has many gifts which enable 
him to deal with the public’ with great advantage. He is one 
of those kindly souls who like to be nice to people. He has a 
very wide humanity and is everyone's friend. He is at present 
most strenuously engaged in a most extensive law practice, but 
his obvious destiny is the political field. He may go very far. 


OXEN AND HORSES 


Many people in this country will remember the Barr Colony - 
which consisted of a miscellaneous assortment of Englishmen, 
women, and children who, some sixteen years ago, | arrived at 
Saskatoon on their way to take up land which had been re- 
served for them around the present town of Lloydminster. 

These people were completely without experience, and as 
the main line of the C.N.R. had not been built at that time, 
they were prepared to go out some 150 miles in advance of 
the railway and take théir chances on the prairie. The whole 
affair was badly mismanaged and the Canadian Immigration 
Department, eventually had to take charge of things. 


The late C. W. Speers, Colonization Commissioner, went 
up to Saskatoon and superintended the trek of the Barr colon- 
ists to their land, and also endeavored to help them in every 
way possible by assistance and advice, The advice was not 
always taken in good part, but there is no doubt that a great 
deal of hardship, suffering and even death was averted by Mr. 
Speers’ efforts. 


On one occasion when Mr. Speers was sitting in the tent 


erected by the Government on the banks of the Saskatchewan, 
he was approached by a young man and his wife. The lady 
was very aggressive, excellently dressed, Pi wore plane in 
her hat. She said to Mr. Speerse” 

“We want to buy a pair of horses cs which to transport 
our belongings to our farm.” ~ 

Mr. Speers said: 

“How much money have you got?” 


She replied: “About $500.00.” 


“Oh,” he said, “it's not horses you want, but oxen. When 
you get away out from the railway, horses will eat up all your 
money in oats, whereas oxen will get all their sustenance from the 
prairie and give you a chance to put up some hay,” f 

“I will go and consult with my husband,” she said. 

After an interval the couple returned. 

The man said: “We have decided, Mr, Speers to take 
your advice; kindly purchase a yoke of oxen for us.” 

“Oh yes,”’ said the woman, “I am sure it is quite a wise de-

Question: Domestic Science 
Student. Why does boiling milk 
flow over the top of the sauce- 
pan? 


Answer: When = any | liquid 
boils what happens is that parts 
of it are changed into a hot gas. 
This is much lighter than the 
liquid in which it is formed, and 
so it rises to the top as a bubble 
and there the bubble bursts and. 
the gas is given off into the air. 
When a bubble formed sat ‘the 
bottom rises through the’ liquid 
unbroken until it reaches the top, 
and bursts there, we say that the 
liquid is boiling. In the case of 
water there is nothing to prevent 
the bubble from reaching the top 
of the boiling water and burst- 
ing there. ough the surface 
is raised everywhere for a mo- 
ment by bubbles which have half 
freed themselves, the water does 
not boil over. But milk is a mix- 
ture of a great many different 
things, some of which can boil 
some cannot. What really

or thirteen years ago and which was known as the Gilbert case. 
Josiah Gilbert, a well-known and prosperous farmer of, the 
Regina district, was accused of encompassing the death, by 
shooting, of the man who had bought his farm. There 
was no doubt: whatsoever that the dead man had come to his 
death through the explosion of a gun in the hands of Gilbert: 
The prosecution maintained that Gilbert had shot him with 
malice aforethought, the defence was that the shooting was acci- 
dental. There was a mass of conflicting evidence. ‘Gilbert had 
a hard reputation. He was a very thrifty, close, hard-working 
farmer, and had amassed considerable property. /He was a man 
of violent temper and sinister stories were current about him. 
One of these tales, which was given a\good deal of currency at 
that time, was to tHe effect that he had caused the death of 
a young lad who was working for him whom he had thrown 


down a well. A good deal of credence was placed on. this © 
story and although it was not brought out at the trial it appar-. 


ently had “@ considerable effect in influencing public opinion 
against him. How wrong public opinion may be in these cases 
was very forcibly brought to the attention of the writer some 
three years ago. 

1 was pulling out from Chicago a few days hopes Christ- 
mas, 1917, on my way to the coast. There were not very many 
people travelling at that time, the weather was stern and incle- 
ment and it was the season of the year when most people were 
home. I sat, however, in the smoking car with a:shrewd,looking 
country lawyer from North Dakota. We got into convérsation 
and when I said | knew Regina he informed me that he had once 
been there and expressed boundless admiration for the N.W. 
M.P.' His visit to Western Canada had occurred many years 
previously and he related the incident. He said that a lad from 
the town. in which he practiced his profession in North Dakota, 
had come up to the Saskatchewan country to work with a farmer 
named Gilbert. The lad had subséquently met with a violent 
death and as some rumors had penetrated down to his home 
town of foul play, the gentleman in question had been retained 
by some of the friends of the family to go up to Regina and 
investigate the circumstances of his death, He accordingly went 
to the northwest and enlisted the services of the N.W,M.P. The 
body of the boy who had lost his life on the Gilbert farm was 
exhumed, an autopsy was performed and it was proven beyond 
preadventure that he had died from asphyxiation, probably aris- 
ing from the gases in the well. 


Gilbert was convicted of murder and sentenced to death, 
‘ but’after a careful perusual of the evidence by the then Minister 
of Justice, his sentence was commuted to penal servitude in the

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MUST REGISTER TO GET VOTE. 

As will be seen by the news item in this issue, arrangements 
have been completed for the registration of voters who are eligible 
to vote on the prohibition referendum which will take place 
throughout the province on October 26th next. 

In order to be able to vote on this question your name must 
be on the voters’ list, and the only way to get it on is my applying 
in person to the registrar between the dates and hours as specifiea 
in the news item referred to above. This is a matter which should 
receive the personal attention of every individual interested in this 
question, 

All British subjects, either by birth or naturediantion, male 
and female, of the full age of 21 years, who have lived in Canada 


for one year and in this federal riding of Medicine Hat for two} 


months prior to the issuing of the proclamation, which was April 
29th, are eligible to: vote on this question, provided they register 
within the specified time. It is therefore up to the people them- 
selves, “If, on election day, any of the above-described have no vote 
it will be their own fault. 

The question to be voted on in this plebiscite is: “Shall the 
importation or bringing of intoxicating liquors into the province be 
forbidden?” If the voter thinks it should not be will mark his 
cross opposite the word “No.” If the thinks it should, the cross 
should be put opposite the word “Yes.”

WHEAT CONTROL REMOVED. 

os With the going out of business of the Wheat Conliol 
Board, the business of buying and selling Canada’s most important 
agricultural product will once more become the business of private 
firms and individuals. With the passing of the board there will 
also come to an end the fixing of rices for flour and wheat, and 
there is considerable speculation as to what the immediate effect of 
the restoration of the old order of things, with prices based upon 
market conditions, will be. 

The government's decision todo away with the Wheat 
Board, which handled the 1919 wheat crop on the basis of a fixed 
initial price, plus what the market would bring, has been taken on 
the recommendation of a considerable portion of the grain growers 
themselves, 

‘This appears like a curious situation in view of the fact that 
wheat control worked out much more successfully, and realized for 
the farmers more for their grain than they thought it would. 

‘The attitude of the government is that under existing condi- 
tions, when the Allied governments are not purchasing immense 
quantities jointly, it is not advisable that control should be main- 
tained. It has been pointed out, however, that at the last session 
of parliament, power was taken to re-constitute the Wheat Board 
and teke control of the handling of the 1920 crop should it be 
deemned necessary to do so. 

An interesting feature of the situation in Great Britain is 
that the bread subsidiary paid by the government has been re- 
moved, but bread prices will not, it is expected, be increased. It is 
predicted that prices obtained for wheat in the British market this 


year will be approximately the same as were paid for the 1919 
crop. 


USE LOWER GRADE FLOUR. 

With the ever increasing cost of living, it has become neces- 
sary to find corresponding means of saving. The housewife is the 
person on whom most of the responsibility of economiziny rests. 
The use of some of the cheaper grades of flour instead of the highly 
expensive first patent is another means of saving that may be add- 
ed to the already long list. 

When we consider the lower price of the cheaper grades of 
flour and their high nutritive value, we see two distinct advantages 
in using them, The claims made for the whitest flours are nearly 
always much exaggerated and are sometimes quite absurd, and the 
public would do well to insist on obtaining the really superior ma- 
terials which are sold as inferior.
